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JOHN  MAJOR  will  today 
promise  to  aim  for  a 20p  basic 
rate  of  income  tax  widw  the 
next  five  years  as  part  of  a 
“formula  for  prosperitjr  to 
keep  Britain  booming. 

It  will  be  the  first  time  that 
the  Prime  Mmister  said 
when  he  hopes  to  achieve  that 
goal,  and  he  intends  to  om- 
irast  it  to  Labour's  allege^y 
vague  commitm^t  to  an  .even- 
tual bottom  rate  of  lOp. 

Mr  Major  will  also  put  the 
expansion  of  educatitxi^ 
chc^  at  the  heart  of  his 
appeal  to  the  country,  promis- 
ing to  improve  st^ards 
through  a new  “rc^  coU^” 
of  teadiers.  That  would  te

boldest  and  most  far-teaching 
pnxhi^  fay  .any  party  for  two 
decades.  Odia  propel  mea- 
sures incluifo.  dans  to  force 
ooundls  tb  sell  homes  that 
have  been  empty  67  more 
than  a year,  the  privatisadrai 
of  the  London  Underground, 
and  the  granting  of  greater 
commercial  freedom  to  the 
Post  Office.

Labour  wants  stars  to  aid  new  talent

POP  GROUPS,  leading  actors  and 
film  stars  will  be  given  incentives  to 
donate  some  of  ihdr  rc^alties  to  a fund 
to  sponsor  talented  3'oungsters  und^-  a 
plan  to  be  revealed  in  Labour^  mani- 
festo tomorrow. 

Labour  is  emsidering  giving  tax 
incentives  to  successful  performers  to 
encourage  them  to  help  gifted  childrerL 
Pop  stars  such  as  Mick  Hucknall  of 
Simply  Red  and  Annie  Lennox  would 
be  encouraged  to  give  part  of  their 
earnings  to  an  endowment  fund  simi- 
lar to  the  National  Trust  which  would 
distribute  the  money  to  talented 
youngsters. 

Special  exhibitions  and  concerts 
could  also  be  arranged  with  part  of  the 


proceeds  going  to  a proposed  National 
Endowment  for  Science  and  the  Arts, 
which  would  also  be  partly  funded 
the  Lottery.  “The  aits,  culture  and 
sport  are  central  to  the  task  of 
recreating  the  sense  of  communiw, 
identity  and  civic  pride  that  sfiould 
define  our  country,"  the  manifesto 
says.  “Yet  we  consistently  undervalue 
the  role  of  the  arts  and  culture  in 
helping  to  create  a dvic  sode^  from 
amateur  theatre  to  our  ait  galleries." 

Although  financial  incentives  will 
not  be  detailed  in  the  manifesto,  a 
party  source  said  that  tax  incentives 
were  under  active  omsideration.  The 
manifesto  argues  thar  thousands  of 
people  are  employed  in  the  arts  and 
culture,  and  many  are  signficant 
earners  for  Britain,  bringing  in  mil- 
lions of  Tourists. 


The  manifesto  also  makes  dear  that, 
under  a separate  Lnitiative,  Labour 
would  take  a lead  in  promoting 
opportunities  for  sportsmen.  “School 
s^rts  must  be  the  foundation.  We  will 
bring  the  Government's  policy  of 
forcing  schools  to  sell  off  playing  fields 
to  an  end."  tiie  document  says. 

It  also  pledges  full  backing  for 
England’s  bid  to  host  the  2006  World 
Cup.  saying  tiiat  a Labour  government 
would  “work  to  bring  the  Olympics 
and  other  major  international  sporting 
events  to  Britain". 

A Labour  spokesman  said:  “Labour 
is  about  prudence  and  responsbfliiy, 
but  that  does  not  mean  Aar  it  cannot 
have  fun." 

The  manifesto  also  says  Aat  Labour 
would  review  the  distribution  of  lottery 
funds  to  ensure  that  the  maximum 


number  of  people  would  benefit.  It 
txm&rms  Otat  a Labour  government 
would  set  up  a new  millennium 
commission  that  would  support  a 
range  of  education,  environment  and 
public  heath  projects. 

OTony  Blair  yesterday  gave  his 
clearest  indication  yet  Aat  a Labour 
government  would  not  sign  up  to  a 
single  European  currency  if  Aat  would 
thrraien  . Britain’s  interests  (James 
Landale  writos). 

In  a firm  attempt  to  counter  Tory 
claims  that  Labour  is  soft  on  Eurc^ 
the  Labour  leader  emphasised  his 
party’s  manifesto  commitment  to  hold- 
ing a referendum  on  a single  currency.

Unfair  sexism  costs  golf 
fair  share  of  lottery  cash

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GOLF  chibs  are  missing  out 
on  mfllions  of  pounds  in 
lottery  grants  berause  diey 
refuse  to  admit  women  mem- 
bers,, accordii^  to  an  unpub- 
Ush^  Sports  Council  report 

The  council  has  given  out 
£427  million  in  some  2.000 
lottery  grants  since  1995.  but 
ooiy  21  — worth  a total  of  £3 
million  — have  gone  to  golf.  A 
furtiier  70  appucations  from 
golf  cfobs  have  been  refused, 
making  it  tiie  only  majex’  sport 
to  have  more  projects  rejected 
than  supported. 

Peter  Grant  who  wrote  the 
Sports  Council  report  said: 
“Hie  lofteiy  is  potmtiaUy  the 
greatest  opportunity  for  dub- 
based  sport . . . and,  to  dale, 
golf  is  missing  out" 

The  counefl  will  not  give 
grants  to  dubs  whfoh  dis- 
criminate against  "a  particu- 
lar section  of  sod&y",  and 
many  golf  dubs  restrict  the 


times  that  women  may  play, 
are  run  by  men-only  commit- 
tees and  have  men-^y  bars. 
Often,  women  membm  do 
not  have  full  voting  rights. 

The  century-old  York  Golf 
Club  was  refused  a £880,000 
lottery  gram  last  December 
largely  because  it  bans  women 
from  playing  on  Saturdays  or 
from  sitting  on  the  governing 
oomminee.  Until  last  month,  it 
also  had  a men-only  bar. 

Richard  Bradden.  club  sec- 
retary. said  that  the  rules  were 
back^  by  most  of  the  women 
players,  partly  because  Aey 
paid  a much  lower  member- 
ship fee. 

Lytham  Green  Drive  Golf 
Club  in  Lancashire  was  also 
refused  a £1  million  grant 
towards  the  purchase  of  the 
freehold  on  its  land  because  its 
membership  rules  discrimi- 
nate against  women.  Newport 
Golf  Club  in  South  Wales, 


however,  agreed  to  remove  the 
restrictions  on  women  mem- 
bers to  qualify  for  a £39,072 
gram  towards  neiv  practice 
greens  and  improved  drain- 
age and  water  supplies. 

Terry  Coates,  chairman  and 
chief  executive  of  the  Women's 
Professional  Golfers  Euro- 
pean Tour,  said  he  was  disai> 
pointed  that  so  many  clubs 
snil  held  “old  fashioned" 
views  when  it  came  to  equal 
opportunities,  “it  frustrates 
the  development  of  women’s 
amateur  and  professional 
game." 

Freda  Fairbank.  now  92, 
who  jeoned  York  Golf  Club  in 
1916  and  still  plays  twice  a 
week,  said  yesterday:  “Things 
are  going  along  nicety  as  they 
are.  I wouldn't  like  to  see  any 
changes  . . . Aey  are  a 
marvellous  set  of  diaps  who 
most  times  think  the  way  Aat 
we  do." 


BOATS  on  the  Thames  are  at 
increasing  risk  of  running 
aground  after  two  years  of 
record-breaking  drought  and 
a month  of  exceptionally  diy 
weather.

The  fast-track  chief

BEFORE  joining  the  Metro- 
politan Fbuce  at  the  age  of  20,

In 
1995  she  became  the  most  sen- 
ior operational  woman  com- 
mander as  deputy  chief  con- 
stable of  Northamptonshire. 

Miss  Neville  stffi  bridles  at 
the  biographies  and  news- 
paper profiles  that  have  fas- 
tened on  die  ftict  diat  she  is  a 


divorced  mother  of  two:  she 
has  a son  Michael  and  a 
daughter  Katherine  by  her 
niaimge  to  another  police 
officer.

For  the  first  time,  delegates 
at  the  Nadonal  Union  of 
Teachers'  annual  conference 
voted  to  support'  members 
refiising  to  teach  pupfls  who 
present  an  “unacceptable  safe- 
ty risk”.  The  move  put  the 
union  in  line  with  the  rival 
National  Association  of 
Si^oolmasters  and  Union  of 
Women  Teachers,  which  yes- 
terday said  that  sdiools  could 
easily  expel  100,000  chOdren  a 


counts  of  violent  incidents.  A 
five-year-old  was  said  to  have 
given  a teacher  a black  eye. 
while  in  other  schools  pupils 
had  hurled  chairs  at  teachers 
and  vandalised  dieir  cars. 

Richard  Rieser.  from  Hadt-

deaths  firom  bowel  cancer  a 
year,  researchers  said 
yesterday. 

The  liW  is  the  most  com- 
mon site  of  spread  in  bowel 
cancer.  Scientists  from  die 
Imperial  Cancer  Research 
Fund  studied  4,000  patients 
who  had  drugs  infused  direct- 
ly into  the  mood  supply  to 
meir  liver  and  found  tiiat 
sunoval  was  increased  1;^  5 
pertanL 

Ridiard  Gray,  one  of  the 
team  frum  the  tod's  canefer 
studies  unit  in  Oxford,  said: 
“Even  if  this  treatment  were 
only  moderatriy  effective,  it 
could  prevent  about  1,000 
deaths  a year  in  tiie  UK  and 
more  than  10,000  woridande." 
Ihe  charity's  researchers  are 
now  undertaking  the  Irigg^ 
study  of  cancer  treatment  in 
China  to  confirm  the  results. 

Bowel  cancer  is  the  third 
most  common  cancer  in  Brit- 
ain. witii  about  31,500  new 
cases  a year.  It  is  the  second 
highest  cause  of  cancer  deaths. 
□ Sdentists  in  Ohio  Iteve 
made  the  first  artifidal  human 
chromosomes,  which  could 
eventually  offer  a cure  for 


inherited  diseases  (Bronwen 
Maddux  writes).  Researchers 
at  Case  Western  Reserve

People  have  been  so 
frustrated  by  gene  therapy, 
v4ii(h  has  not  lived  up  to  the 
hype.” 

In  tiie  past  gene  therapy 
. has  gmersilly  relira  on  viruses 
to  deliver  genes  into  a cell's 
chramosranes,  but  that  has 
proved  to  be  a hit-and-miss 
approach,  and  also  carries  the 
risk  of  causing  genetic 
damage.

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Pioneer  spacecraft  boldly 
goes  to  the  final  frontier

THE  American  space  agen^ 
Nasa  has  puU^  the  plug  on 
its  most  distant  emissary,  the 
spaaecraft/%>/ieer  70. 

Launched  in  March  1972  to 
eqilore  Jupiter.  Pioneer  10 
became  the  first  spacecraft  to 
fly  beyond  Mars  and  the  first 
to  be  placed  on  a trajectory  ta 
escape  from  die  solar  astern. 
Now  more  dian  ^ billion 
miles  away.  Pioneer  10  has 
long  since  left  its  original 
misslm  behind.  But  until 
Monday  evening,  its  signal  — 
a mere  25biliiondis  of  a 
triilionth  of  a watt  by  the  dme 
it  reaches  Earth — was  sdU 
being  picked  up  by  Nasa. 

With  only  one  experiment 
still  working  and  its  power 
supply  dwindling.  Pioneer  10 
no  longer  justifies  the  cost  of 
keeping  in  touch.  Nasa  will 
save  several  million  dollars  a 
year  1^  leaNnng  die  spacecraft 
to  drift  unaided  into  the  daik. 

The  last  signal  was  received 
at  8.45pm  on  Monday  via  a 
230ft  dish  near  Madrid,  part 
of  Naso's  De^  Space  Net- 
work. The  signal  had  taken 
more  than  nine  hours  to  trawl 
fmrn  the  spaacraA  ai  e speed 
of  186,000  miles  per  second. 

Larry  Lasher,  the  project 
manager,  said  it  was  an 
emotional  moment  for  some  of 
the  controllers.  "Some  of  them 
have  been  on  this  mission  for 
20  years  and  diis  is  their  last 
day.”  Dr  Usher  said.  "It  was 
quite  traumatic,  quite  a loss 
for  those  pecple.”

from  radioactive  pellets  which 
generate  electricity.  Today 
there  is  enough  power  only  for

When  Pioneer  10  was 
launchied,  he  said,  that  was 
thought  to  be  barely  beyond 
the  oitU  of  Jupiter.  In  fact,  the 
spacecraft  has  already  gone 
ten  times  further,  but  has  yet 
to  rea^  it  "The  most  credible 
estimate  is  that  it  lies  at  least 
120  ascrontnnical  units  away," 


Ihofessor  Van  Allen  sakl.  One 
astronomical  unit  is  the  dis- 
tance between  the  Earth  and 
the  Sun. 

At  pre^t  Pion^r  10  is  67 
astronomical  units  (6,2  Itiliion 
miles)  away  from  &rth,  so.  if 
Professor  Van  Allen  is  right  it 
will  have  fallen  sflent  tong 
before  it  reaches  the  }%lk>- 
pause  in  40  years  or  so.  After 
diat,  the  only  landmark  in 
sight  is  die  star  248  in  die 

constellation  df  Andromeda, 
which  Pioneer  lOvnSi  reach  in 
about  30,000  years. 

Despite  Nasa's  decision  to 
stop  tracking  Pioneer  IQ,  Pro- 
fessor Van  ^len  still  hopes  to 
gee  some  data  buk.  Dr  Lasher 
has  arranged  for  it  to  be  used 
as  a target  for  people  learning 
to  track  objects  deep  in  space, 
so  its  signals  will  be  deeded 


from  time  to  time  without 
additionai  expense.  Un^  it 
finally  dies,  toWds  the  end  of 
this  year  or  some  time  next, 
some  data  may  continue  to  be 
gathered.  . 

Even  when  both  Pioneers 
ate  dead,  data  from  interstel- 
lar space  will  continue  to  come 
from  the  better-equipped  Voy- 
ager I and  Voya^r  2 .spaced 
cw  which  should  have 
enough  power  to  keep  going 
until  about  2Q2jX  assuming 
that  Nasa's  bud^  remains 
intact 

. Pioneer  10  took  the  first 
. dose-up  photographs  of  Jupi- 
ter and  its  moons,  discoveira 
intense  zones  of  radiation 
around  the  giant  planer  and 
measured  hs  magnetic  field. 
It  proved  that  ihe  asteroid 
belt  was  not  as  destructive 
a minefield  as  had  once  been 
feared,  and  it  paved  the  way 
for  later,  more  sophisticated 
probes. 

Pioneer  10  also  carries  a 
plaque  designed  by  the  astron- 
omer Carl  Sagw.  in  case  it 
should  ever  fall  into  the  hands 
of  another  dWlisation.  The 
gold-plated  plaque  contains 
diagrams  of  a man  and  a 
woman,  and  a celestial  map  in 
an  e^n  to  hdp  aliens  to  work 
out  where  the  spacecraft 
origmated. 

However,  Professor  Van  Al- 
ien called  die  plaque  "a  whim- 
si^  touch"  and  said  that  the 
chances  of  it  being  found  were 
slim.  "The  dianoes  of  it  ever 
being  recovered  by  any  intelli- 
gent civilisation  that  will  sit 
down  vrilh  a roagni^g  glass 
and  try  to  decide  it  are  very 
remote.

Minister  said:  "It  seems  to  me 
that  Egypt  is  playing  a very 
unfortunate  pan  in  aU  this  by 
ianmng  the  flames  of  radical- 
ism rather  than  inducing  a 
more  moderate  position,  'niis 
idea  of  reactivating  tiie  Arab 
bc^tt  is  a key  example." 

Mr  Netany^u,  47,  hit  back 
hard  at  sugg^ons  made 
hours  earlier  in  an  Israeli 
newspaper  by  President  Mu- 
barak of  Egy^  that  Israel  had 
brought  peacemaking  to  its 
lowest  point  since  EVesident 
Sadat  first  landed  in  Jerusa- 
lem 20  years  ago. 

Mr  Netanyi^u  would  not 
be  drawn  into  similar  criti- 
cisms of  Jordan  or  of  King 
Hussein,  whose  Fetter  accus- 
ing him  of  pushing  the  r^on 
towards  "an  abyss  trf  blood- 
shed" has  been  made  public.

Suidde  bomber  targets  school  bus

THIRTV  seconds  may  have 
saved  the  lives  of  a group  of 
Israeli  children  from  the  first 
of  two  apparent  suicide  bomb- 
ing attacks  in  the  Gaza  Strip 
yesterday. 

The  children  were  on  board 
a bus  waiting  ro  dqKUi  frcMn 
the  Jewish  settlement  of 
Netzarim  when  a huge  explo- 
sion was  heard  outside  the 
heavily  guarded  compound. 

Israeli  niilhaiy  ofiicials 
believe  the  bomber  detonated 
himself  prematurely,  out  of 
fear  of  detection.  Half  a 
minute  later  and  the  explosion 
could  have  taken  the  lives  of 
the  schoolchildren. 

One  of  the  residents  of 
Netzarim.  Moshe  Hoshen, 
said:  '"The  school  bus.  wlwh 
leaves  every  morning  at  7 and 
is  escorted  by  two  [ai^|  Jeeps 
. . . was  about  lo  leave  the 
sertiement  And  at  7 o'clock 
precisely  we  all  heard  a large 
explosion  ...  the  bus  driver 
received  instructions  to  go 
bad;  into  the  settlement."  The 
bomber  "probably  wanted  to 
jump  ai  the  bus”,  he  said. 

The  second  blast  occurred  a 
short  while  later  outside  the 
Jewish  settlement  of  Kfar 
Darom,  ripping  off  the  door  of 
a passing  Arab  raxi. 

Witnesses  said  the  bomber 
was  riding  on  a donk^  cart 
and  blew'  himself  up  when  he 
was  between  a taxi  and  an 
Israeli  army  Jeep.  Five  Pales- 
tinians were  wounded  in  the 
blast,  one  seritxisiy.  Both  , 
bombers  were  reportedly 
wearing  Palestinian  police 
umTorms.  i

The  latest  explosions  came 
after  nearly  two  weeks  of 
dashes  between  Israeli  sec- 
urity' forces  and  Palestinians 
protesting  against  the  con- 
struction of  a new  Jewish 
settlement  in  east  Jerusalem.

Cyprus  telly  addicts 
lose  link  to  Britain

THOUSANDS  of  Britons  in 
Cyprus  were  last  night  con- 
trmplatiog  a future  without 
Cilia  BIs^  Jim  Davidson 
and  Mr  Bloblty  after  British 
Forces  television  began 
scrambling  its  signal  to  pre- 
vent shows  reaching  viewers 
not  entitled  to  see  them. 

Although  they  had  been 
forevrarned,  many  pensioners 
and  expatriates  confessed  that 
they  were  upset.  A widow  in 
her  60s  was  planning  to 
return  to  Britain  to  ke^ 
abreast  of  the  gomgson  in 
Coronation  Street,  while  a 
bereft  busiiMiKRran  said  he 
would  now  have  to  buy  a dog. 

ITie  cultural  umbilical  am 
to  Britain  was  cut  first  in 
Nicosia,  the  capital,  where 
those  frantically  adjusting 
their  sets  to  pick  up  children’s 
pn^ramaies  in  the  morning 
reorived  sound  but  no  vision. 
The  signal  returned  by 
lunchtime. 

Captain  Sean  TuUy,  a 
spokesman  for  the  British 
bagga,  said:  "We’re  having  a 
few  technical  difficulties,  but 
the  signal  wfll  definitely  be 
enaypted  in  Nicosia  by  April 
11  and  tiie  rest  of  die  island  by 
end  <rf  May." 


The  Ministry  of  Defence 
had  no  desire  to  pull  the  plug 
on  British  Forces  television.  It 
was  responding  to  pressure 
from  local  stations,  struggling 
in  a market  with  juLSt  over  half 
a million  viewers,  which  had 
bought  the  rights  lo  broadcast 
live  British  premiership  foot- 
ball games. 

Forces  television  was 
allowed  to  show  football  pro* 
vjdrd  if  was  available  only  lo

Pakistan  removes 
President’s  power 
to  dismiss  leaders

PAKISTAN’S  paifiament  yes- 
terday stripped  the  President 
of  hb  power  to  dismiss  elected 
governments  and  dissolve  toe 
National  A^embly.  A consti- 
tutional amendmrat  Bill, 
unanimously  passed  fay  both 
houses  of  parliament  also 
clipped  die  Resident's  prerog- 
ative to  appewt  mifitaiy  chic^ 
and  prorincial  governors. 

The  decision,  whidi  restores 
the  supremacy  of  parliament 
is  a turning  pemt  for  Paki- 
stan's struggling  democracy. 
Until  now  one  toe  biggest 
obstacles  to  demooaty  has 
been  the  President's  provisiem, 
under  i^toich  four  elected  gov- 
ernments were  dismiased 
since  toe  end  of  martial  law  in 
loss.  The  measure  was  intro- 
duced fay  General  Zia  ul-H^.

Tears  shed  as  Germany 
rounds  up  the  first  of 
325,000  rejected  refugees

THE  return  yesterday  of  a 
group  of  Bosnian  orphans  to 
melr  homeland  signalled  the 
official  start  of  Germany’s 
mass  forced  repatriation  of 
hundreds  of  thousands  of 
refugees.  The  31  children, 
some  as  young  as  five,  flew 
back  to  Sarajevo  from  Berlin 
after  month-long  delays  dur- 
ing which  the  authorities  and 
aid  agencies  argued  alxiut 
their  future. 

The  children  were  granted  a 
reprieve  in  October  — a day 
before  they  were  due  to  return 
to  Sarajevo  — after  a German 
politidan  appealed  for  them  to 
be  spared  a harsh  winter  in 
Bosnia  and  to  allow  rime  for 
the  conditions  of  the  Dayton 
peace  accord  to  take  full  effect. 

There  were  emotional 
scenes  yesterday  as  the  child- 
ren were  collected  from 
orphanages  around  Magde- 
burg in  eastern  Germany, 
where  they  have  lived  since 
their  dramatic  evacuation 
from  Sarajevo  five  years  ago. 

Orphanage  staff  and  teach- 
ers from  tlie  local  school  and 
kindergarten  wept  as  the 
children  were  rounded  up  and 
pur  on  a bus  for  Berlin  airport 
and  a mid-morning  flight. 

In  the  past  three  weeks  the 
children  have  been  missing 
from  normal  lessons.  Instead 
they  have  been  receiving  in- 
tensive tuition  in  their  mother 
tangiie  and  spending  hours 
with  child  psychiatrists,  in  an 
effort  to  prepare  them  for  the 
return. 

The  children  were  saved 
from  the  intense  fightine  of 
Sfo^jevo  in  1992  by  two  focal 
politicians  and  brought  to 


Germany.  Two  babies  were 
kilted  by  sniper  fire  during  the 
evacuation  and  the  rescue 
mission  was  heavily  criticised 
by  the  German  Government 
and  tire  United  Nations  refu- 
gee agency. 

For  the  next  foree  weetu  (he 
children  will  be  cared  for  hy 
German  aid  workers  in  Sara- 
jevo but.  because  of  the  chron- 
ic shortage  of  accommodation, 
there  is  concern  that  in  the 
long  term  they  could  become 
homeless. 

llie  same  plight  awaits  all 

200.000  refugees  Germany  in- 
tends to  reparriare  by  the  end 
of  this  year.  It  is  part  of  a 
federal  programme  which  Ba- 
varia began  before  the  winter, 
ignoring  critics  who  claimed 
the  state  government's  prom- 
ise of  sufficient  accommoda- 
tion and  stability  in  the  area 
was  misleading. 

Despite  international  con- 
demnation. Bavaria  has  sent 
back  dozens  of  refugees  since 
the  Govemntenf  announced  it 
would  begin  the  "staggered" 
forced  repatriation  of  the 
country’s  ^.(XIO  Bosnians  in 
OctobCT. 

Germany  accepted  more 
refugees  than  all  other  Euro- 
pean nations  combined,  which 
has  taken  an  enormous  roll  on 
the  cash-strapped  federal  and 
r^'onal  governments,  espe- 
ci^ly  Bavaria  where  about 

65.000  Besnians  live. 

But  Klaus  Kinkel.  the  For- 
eign Minister,  last  night  re-

The  United  Nations  High 


Commissioner  for  Refugees 
once  again  appealed  to  fonn 
ye^rday  not  to  judge  repatri- 
ation cases  based  on  reomds 
collated  in  Germany  but  on 
tlie  stabili^  of  the  homeland 
region  and  the  availability  of 
accommodation  there. 

About  a third  of  the  Bosnian 
refugees  living  in  Germany 
are  Muslims  who  come  from 


regions  under  Serbian  control. 
"According  to  our  informa- 
tion, hundreds  of  thousands  of 
refugees  from  various  states 
have  to  be  hous^  in  Bosnia 
this  year."  said  a spokesman 
for  the  UN  refugees  agency. 
"Instead  of  the  necessary 

50,000  apartments,  there  are 
only  about  13,000  standing." 
^erbel  Bohl^,  the  Com- 


missioner for  Help  for  Bosnia, 
also  issued  a warning  against 
introducing  hasty  repatriation 
programmes.

Air  travellers  were  also 
hamper^  yesterday  by  a one- 
day  strike  by  staff  at  A6r(^rts 
de  Paris,  the  city's  aii^rt 
authoriQ'.  The  strike  against 
planned  job  aits  caus^  de- 
lays in  baggage  handling  and 
blanked-out  flight  information 
screens.  Over  tiie  weekend  air 
travel  was  also  se%«rely  dis- 
rupted when  most  Air  France 
Europe  flights  were  cancelled 
because  of  a strike  by  ground 
staff. 

Anne-Marie  Id^  the  ju- 
nior Transport  Minister,  said 
she  was  appalled  by  the 
strikes  since  it  jeopardt^  the 
state  airline's  future  as  French 
airspace  opened  up  to  compe- 
tition under  the  Europe 
"open  skies"  policy.  France 
has  the  lion’s  share  of  Euro- 


pean air  travel,  caroing  more 
than  20  million  passengers  a 
year,  although  its  airline  are 
plagued  1:^  labour  disputes. 

Yesterday^  strike  tvas  the 
latest  in  a series  of  proiesis 
over  plans  to  restructure  the 
airline  ahead  of  its  merger 
with  Air  France.  The  industri- 
al action  was  timed  to  coincide 
with  a key  step  that  Air  France 
took  yesterday  towards  the 
merger  by  leasing  the  domes- 
tic carrier's  activities  and  staff. 
The  merger  is  due  to  be 
completed  in  September. 

Staff  at  Air  France  Europe, 
formerly  Air  Inter,  are  unhap- 
py at  proposals  to  bring  their 
more  generous  pay  and  work- 
ing conditions  into  line  with 
of  their  new  parent 
company.  Their  unions  die  a 
lack  of  negotiation  as  a k^' 
reason  for  the  industrial  ac- 
tion. The  management  of  .Air 
France  maintains  that  the 
more  lucrative  terms  need  to 
be  adjusted  to  matci)  more 
closely  with  those  of  lower-cost 
competitors  such  as  British 
Airways. 

Air  France  plans  to  capital- 
ise on  the  “open  .skies"  ruling 
by  introducing  a domestic 
service  in  Britain,  possibly  in 
partnership  with  Jerse>-  Euro- 
pean.

SPANISH  investigators  yes- 
terday were  picking  through 
the  vvreckage  of  two  express 
passenger  trains  to  discover 
the  causes  of  two  derailments 
that  claimed  at  least  20  lives 
on  Monday  nighL 

Doctors  working  at  the  .site 
of  the  worse  of  the  two 
derailments,  at  Huarte  Ara- 
quil  in  tlie  northern  province 
of  Navarre,  said  that  the  high- 
speed accident  had  been  so 
violent  that  it  was  impossible 
to  determine  whe^er  they  had 
extracted  IS  or  19  bodies  from 
the  wreckage. 

Javier  Sevillano.  for  the 
stale  rail  company  Renfe.  said 
that  the  train  had  been  travel- 
ling at  SSmph  at  a point  where 
the  speed  limit  was  20mph. 
The  driver  had  siuvived  the 
accident  and  was  being  ques- 
tioned by  the  polia. 

Ptilice  officers  did  not  re- 
lease the  names  of  the  dead 
yesterday,  but  said  the  youn- 
gest victim  had  been  13. 
Twelve  of  the  97  pwple  in- 
jured were  still  in  intensire 
care  at  hospitals  in  Pamplona, 
20  miles  from  the  crash. 
Another  30  people  were  being 
treiited  for  lesser  injuries.  The 


four-<arriage  inter-dty  train 
had  been  travelling  from  Bar- 
celona to  Inin  on  the  French 
border  and  was  packed  with 
people  returning  from  the 
Easter  holiday. 

In  the  second  derailment. 
Josephine  Lambert  63.  a 
French  tourist  and  a Spanish 
railway  employee  were  killed 
when  their  night  train  from 
Barcelona  to  Malaga  came  off 
the  tracks  at  Azuqueca  de 
Henares.  in  the  central  prov^ 
ince  of  GuadaJajara.  Twenty 
people  were  injured.  Offidals 
said  it  was  too  early  to  say 
what  had  caused  the  accident 
although  a points  failure  may 
have  bwn  to  blame. 

The  second  accident  hap- 
pened early  yesterday  while 
most  of  the  54  passengers 
travelling  from  Barcelona  to 
Malaga  were  asleep  ' in 
couchettes. 

Embassy  offidals  in  Ma- 
drid said  that  Renfe  had 
reported  that  no  British  people 
had  been  travelling  in  either 
train.  Rafael  Arias  Salgado. 
the  De\’elopmeni  Minister, 
ruled  out  ten’orist  sabota^  as 
a possible  cause  of  either 
accident. 


Camera  catches  killer 
policemen  in  Brazil 

Rktde  Jatoeiro:  Nine  Braalian  policemen  haw  been  arrested 
after  being  filmed  by  an  amateur  cameraman  as  they  robbed 
and  beat  three  men  with  batons  and  killed  two  of  them  with 
shots  in  the  head  from  close  range  (Gabriella  Gamini  writes). 
The  violent  scenes  were  broadcast  on  national  television  here 
yesterday. 

The  policemen  were  filmed  stopping  cars  at  random  near 
the  shanty  town  of  Diadema.  on  the  outskirts  cif  Faulo. 
One  itictim  was  made  to  kneel  before  he  was  killed.  The  shots 
were  fired  by  a milit;^'  police  cadet  known  as  “Rambo".

Bujambura:  At  least  140  people  have  been  killed  in  the  past 
week  in  clashes  between  government  troops  and  Hutu  rebels 
in  southern  Burundi,  an  army  spoke^an  said.  Major 
Mamert  Sinarinri  said  the  anny  had  sent  a team  to  the 
province  of  Buniri  to  investigate.  Later.  Lieutenant  Isaie 
Nibizi,  the  chief  army  spokesman,  said  on  state  television  that 
aircraft  had  been  sent  to  put  down  the  violent  dashes. 
Military  officials  said  that  Hutu  rebels  killed  five  people  in 
the  Kinhama  neighbourhood  of  Bujumbura  late  on  Sunday. 
The  victims  were  reported  to  be  Hutu.s  who  had  recently 
returned  from  refugee  camps  outside  the  city.  (AP)

Follow  me  over  to  Labour,  says  the  ex-Toiy  MP 
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One  testament  to  John  M^or%  “classless 
sod^”  is  the  number  of  middle  and  upper- 
class  people  who  currently  intend  to  vote 
Labour  on  May  1.  Tliis  may  not  have  been 
the  social  fluidity  that  the  Prime  Minister 
had  in  mind  when  he  set  out  one  of  his  early 
visions  for  Bri^:  but.  despite  all  the 
caveats  that  sodolc^ists  can  find,  class- 
based  politics  does  seem  at  last  to  be 
dissolving. 

Yesterday  Tony  Blair  seemed  to  relish  the 
symbolism  of  sharing.a  platform  with  Alan 
Howarth.  the  Conservative  defector  viltom 
he  has  charged  with  encouraging  and 
reassuring  those  of  his  background  who  are 
now  considering  their  own  jump  from  Tory 
to  Laboiff.  It  is  unclear  so  far  how  successful 
this  tactic  vdll  be:  Tories  intending  to  vote 
Labour  will  ru3t  necessarily  be  swayed  by  the 
example  of  so  blatant  a turncoat  But  even  if 
Mr  Hcnvarth  has  no  impact  the  scale  of 
those  switching  to  Labour  is  already  dear. 
Voter?  who  deserted  one  of  the  main  parties 
used  to  go  as  far  as  the  Liberals  and  no 
ftirther.  Now,  however,  voters  are  moving 
straight  across  in  droves.  In  the  Wirral 
Soudt  by-dection.  it  was  the  most  significant 
factor.  No  longer  is  it  shocking  for  people 
who  have  voted  To^  afi  their  lives  to  say 
that  th^  intend  to  give  Labour  a chance. 

The  swing  firom  Conservative  to  Labour 
since  the  last  general  election  is  greater 
among  toe  so-caJJed  “Afo"  — toose  in 
managerial  and  professional  occupations  — 
than  among  toe  rest  of  the  electorate, 
according  to  our  latest  MOR]  poll.  In  i^aril 
1992.  toe  ABs  favoured  the  Tories  over 
Labour  53  to  25  per  cent;  now  toQr  prefer 
Labour  39  to  36  per  cent. 

Qass-based  politics  have  been  in  a 
gradual  decline  since  the  1960s.  The  last  time 
toat  it  was  fashionable  for  the  Mattering 
classes  to  vote  Labour  was  in  1966.  But 
switches  in  the  other  direction  were 
commonplace  in  toe  1980s.  It  was  one 
Margaret  Thatcher’s  great  achievements 


that  she  persuaded  so  many  working-class 
and  lower  middle-class  voters  to  support 
Iw.  With  the  aid  of  policies  such  as  council- 
house  sales,  she  embodied  toeir  aspirations 
and  hel[^  to  make  them  more  prosperous 
than  thdr  parents.  Now  Mr  Blair  is  trying  to 
achieve  the  same  for  Labour  readiing  out 
beyond  traditional  class  support  to  lead  a 
party,  as  he  said  yesterday,  'fodiind  which 
people  from  all  walks  of  l^i^  all  classes.  aU 
parts  of  Britain  can  unite”. 

The  faa  that  B^ness  Thatcher  and  Mr 
Major  came  from  relatively  modest  back- 
groimds  helped  to  dispel  the  noti(Hi  toat  the 
Tbiy  party  was  only  for  the  privil^ed.  Mr 
Blair,  set  to  be  the  first  public-school 
cheated  Prime  Minister  from  either  party 
since  Alec  Douglas-Home,  ofers  toe  same 
reassurance  in  reverse.  If  he.  and  indeed  Mr 
Howarth,  can  feel  comfortable  in  the  new 
Labour  Party,  it  is  perhaps  safe  for  others  of 
their  backgzound  to  support. 

Of  course,  polides  are  as  important  as 
people.  Had  Mr  Blair  acceded  to  Gordon 
Brown?  desire  to  raise  the  top  rale  of  inoome 
tax.  he  would  have  been  sending  toe  wrong 
signal  to  those  whom  Mr  Howa^  has  bem 
tasked  to  woo.  Had  he  ^owed  his  Shadow 
Education  Secretary.  David  Blunkett.  to  levy 
vat  on  private  sttoool  fees,  or  k^l  John 
Smith?  plan  to  lift  National  Inkirance 
thresholds,  then  wealthier  voters  would 
have  sufjported  Labour  only  against  their 
own  clearest  interests. 

If  Labour?  conversion  into  a party  for  all 
the  nation  is  genuine,  it  should  be  welcomed. 
Voters  of  all  badegrounds  should  now  be 
able  to  exerdse  genuine  choice  at  elections, 
without  the  esqtectabon  that  one  half  of 
society  will  be  pitted  against  the  other  while 
each  party  is  in  power.  The  change  will  also 
accord  with  public  desires.  As  long  ago  as 
1970.  Labcur?  private  polls  fot^  that 
voters  wanted  a party  that  represented  all 
classes.  The  message  was  so  unwelcome  that 
it  was  ignored. 


RETHINK  FOR  ROME 

The  Albaoiati  expedition  should  be  stopped  before  it  starts 


Italy?  proposal  for  military  interventicin  in 
Albania  has  all  toe  makings  of  a disaster. 
The  international  force  now  being  hastily 
assembled  with  the  lukewarm  blessing  of 
the  United  Nations  appears  to  have  learnt 
nothing  from  the  last  Europe  attempt  to 
enforce  peace  in  the  Bafleans.  As  in  Bosnia, 
there  is  no  dear  mandate,  no  chain  of 
command  or  division  (rf  duties,  no  properly 
defined  military  task  and  no  exit  strategy. 
Unlike  Bosnia,  there  is  not  even  toe  pieten 
of  international  aggression:  the  force  is 
wading  into  the  /banian  imbroglio  to 
contonnt  not  a political  challenge  or  civil  war 
but  thieves,  gangsters  and  opportunists. 

Italy  insists  that  its  {^po^  to  send  in 
troops  to  guard  the  aid  convoys  is  a human- 
itarian response  to  the  calls  for  help  from 
Tirana.  Rome?  truer  motive  is  national  self- 
interest.  Having  sheltoed  the  first  wave  of 
refogees,  Italy  is  now  terrified  at  toe 
prospect  of  an  uncontrolled  flood  of  destitute 
and  ill-educated  Albanians  spreading  ac^ 
the  country  bringing  new  organised  crime 
links  in  their  wake. 

Tlie  refugees,  many  admitting  they  are 
fleeing  powrty  rather  than  persecu^n,  are 
now  temg  sent  hom^  wito  toe  Italian  navy 
patrolling  tiie  straits  to  turn  back  toe  rusting 
wredcs  in  whi^  thousands  of  desperate 
people  are  attempting  to  flee.  As  Lamberto 
Dini,  the  Fbreign  Minister,  repeatedly 
insists,  they  will  continue  to  stream  out  until 
conditions  improve. 

Some  Italians  are  beginning  to  have 
second  thoughts  as  the  enormity  of  the 
undertaking  becomes  clear.  The  country  h^ 
little  e^ierience  and  a mixed  recoid  in 
military  operations.  The  last  intervention  in 
Albania,  ordered  by  Mussolini  on  Good 
Friday,  1939.  presaged  a disastrous  war,  and 
memoriK  of  wartime  ineptitude  are  still 


deep.  A more  recent  attempt  to  restore  order 
in  Sexnalia,  another  former  colony,  ended  in 
catastrophe. 

The  Italian  military  has  not  decided  the 
rules  of  -engagement  or  toe  chain  of 
command,  and  is  already  suggesting  that 
conditions  in  Albania  are  too  risky.  Public 
support  is  volatile,  the  opposition  is  prepar- 
ing to  exploit  the  Government?  unease  and 
toe  Defence  Minister?  low  profile  hardly 
inspires  confidence  on  the  eve  of  today? 
meeting  in  Rome  of  allies  in  toe  force. 

Italy  is  also  charmed  toat  support  for 
intervention  has  come  only  from  “toe  olive 
belt”  — those  countries  either  torectly 
affected  by  the  crisis,  such  as  Greece,  those 
with  historic  ties  such  as  Turkey  and 
countries  such  as  Romania  keen  to  dem- 
onstrate its  peacekeeping  potential  to  Nato. 
Nato?  immediate  rqectkm  of  any  military 
role  and  the  refusal  ty  the  iruun  troop- 
suppliers  in  Bosnia,  Britain  in  particular,  to 
take  part  has  left  many  Italians  uneasy. 
Their  anxiety  will  be  only  partly  relieved  by 
toe  offer  of  1.000  Frendi  troops.

The  operation  can  still  be  halted 
withiwt  losing  face:  the  recent  dedsion  to 
call  off  the  Canatoan-Ied  oepedition  to  Zaire 
was  a sensible  response  to  changed  dreurp- 
stances.  Things  have  already  changed  in 
Albania.  Rome  should  change  too.

Outrageously  homophobic  quota- 
tions from  serving  men  were  included 
in  the  HPAT  repon  to  justify  its  con- 
clusion that  the  ban  on  gays  in  the 
mUitaiy  should  remain.  At  the  time 
ittitoer  the  Defence  Minister  nor  any 
of  the  Chiefs  of  Staff  appeared  to  be  in 
ai^  way  embarrassed  by  the  level  of 
homophobia  disclosed.

But  perhaps 
the  most  significant  influence  on  a 
magistrate  is  the  general  attitude  of 
toe  specific  bench  to  which  he  or  she 
belongs;  there  is  no  proven  correlation 
with  his  or  her  sodal  background. 
More  nuance  and  darity  are  required 
in  the  ap(>lication  of  selection  criteria 
of  “suitability"  and  “balance".  Checks 
on  unlfonnity  in  magisiraies'  proced- 
ural and  sentencing  polity  ne^  to  be 
strengthened.

1 am  surprised  toat  your  leading 
article  should  repeat  the  old  canard 
that  for  Jewish'  law.  crucifixion  “was 
evidence  toat  the  one  who  died  was 
cursed  by  God”.  No  such  doctrine  has 
ever  existed  in  Judaism.  Thousaunds  of 
Jews  died,  like  Jesus,  by  crucifixion 
because  of  their  resistance  to  Roman 
imperialism,  but  toty  were  regarded 
not  as  cursed  but  as  martyrs. 

The  statement  ^ Paul  (Galatians 
iii,  13).  “Christ  bew^t  us  freedom 
from  the  curse  of  ^ law,  by  be- 
coming for  our  sake  an  accursed 
thing:  for  Scripture  says.  Cursed  is 
eyeiyone  who  is  hanped  on  a tree”  is 
his  own  individual  interpretation  of 
Deuteronomy  xxi.  23.  for  which  no 
parallel  can  be  found  in  Jewish 
sources. 

Even  CTiminais  who  suffered  capital 
punishrnent  for  thmr  crimes  were  not 
regarded  as  toereby  undergoing  a 
curse,  but  on  the  contrary  as  gaining 
expiation  for  toeir  sin  (Tosefta,  San- 
h^rin  ix.  5).  The  rabbinic  interpreta- 
tions of  Deuteronomy  xxi.

THIS  painting;  vdiidi  was  hidden  inside  a 
book  lor  safety  when  hs  owner  fled. Nazi

has  been  identified  by  Daiid  Breuer-Weil  of 
Sotheby^  as  The  Cantor,  a rare  missing  work 
by  Moritz  Oppenheim  (1800-18^  the  first 
major  Jewish  artist  of  modena  times.  Fewer 
tium  30'of  his  pictures  survived  the  Holocaust 
The  picture  had  been  hastily  taken  down 
and  tudced  in  fiie  book  when  its  owner  left 
Breslau  ibr  Beriin  and  the  safety  of  Faiestioe 
in  1939.  It  remained  foigutneu  tor  nea^  60 
years  until  his  widow  discovered  it  still  i^ide 


the  book,  when  sorting  out  her  husband's 
effects  after  his  death  last  year. 

Not  knowing  whether  it  was  of  any  value  she 
took  it  to  SotfaSiy'S  Tel  Aviv  office,  where  it  will 
be  sold  on  April  24  for  an  estimated  £25.000- 
£40,000.  Mr  Breuer-Wal  said:  “Initially  1 
thought  it  was  a veiy  fine  picture  an 
unknWn  artist  worth  a few  hundred  pounds. 
But  there  was  something  about  it  which 
reminded  me  more  and  more  of  Oppenheim. 
After  gentle  cleaning  1 examined  it  under 
ma^iScation  and  was  aznazed  to  find  Opp^ 
heim^  monogram.  It  was  very  exciting  to 
find.”

Otto  John,  secret  agent  died  in 
Xi^a  on  March  26  aged  88. 

He  was  lM>ni  in  Germany  On  ' 

March  19, 1909. 

ttp  John  was  undoubtedly 
one  of  the  most  enigmadc 
figures  in  the  his^  of 
Weaem  and  German  in- 
lefiigence.  His  bitarre  story  has 
beo^e. a.  classic  sj^  case  of  daim 
and  couTiterdaim.  generating  a mys- 
tery snfi  unresolved  at  the  rime  of  his 
dodt 

Bom.  in  Marburg  on  the  Lahn. 
John  was  educated  in  Wiesbaden 
•kbefbre  going  oa  to  study  Law  at 
^ Berlin  University.  In  1937  he  joined 
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fie  legal  department  of  Lufthansa's 
Berlin  office.  His  immediate  superior 
there  was  IClaus  Bonhoefier,  broker 
of  Dietrich. 

As  a key  member  of  the  courteous 
group  of  Germans  involved  in  the 
^ot  to  assassinate  Hitler  in  1944,  he 
m^tained  close  ccmtact  with  the 
British  secret  intelligerrce  service, 
M16.  through  Kim  Philby.  When,  on 
July  22,. the  plot  failed,  John,  still 
worang  for  f^fihansa.  managed  in 
the  nidc  of  time  to  secure  a seat  on  a 
jli^t  to  Madrid.  He  thus  evaded  the 
Gestapo  and  the  certain  torture  and 
death  they  promised. 

Fhom  Spm  he  came  to  England, 
where  he  woriced  for  British  intelli- 
gence and  the  BBC.  Channing.  bra\'e 
. and  debonair,  he  rapidly  acquired  an 
V;,. impressive  set  of  friends:  a talent 
- exited  well  in  the  Third  Reich, 
where-his  circle  ranged  firom  Prince 
Louis  Ferdirtand  of  Prussia,  seccxid 
son  to  file  heir  of  the  Hohenzollem 
dynasty,  to  leading  Roman  Caihcdic. 
...r:  conservative  and  left-wing  memters 

of  the  resistance.  In  London  he 
became  fiiends  with  John  Wheeler- 
' s Bennea  (for  ufiiom  he  did  painsfok- 
r ing  r^earch  work  on  the  German 
aimyl.  Hugh  Carleton-Greene  and 
'-  :<•  Maurice  Oldfield  (later  to  become  a 
-C-afMIb).

- jGentiany,  Jedsri  found  himsdf. ap-

.'.T  lentofMJS).  the.BundesamtfQrVer- 
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Otto  John  outside  the 'courtroom  daring  his  trial  in  Karlsruhe 


fassungsschutt.  This  post,  it  emerged 
thirty  years  later,  had  been  given  to 
John  at  the  behest  of  British  Intelli- 
genoe.  The  West  Germans  had  been 
invited  to  put  forward  names  of 
randidaies  which  the  British  would 
then  consider.  A dozen  were  ad- 
vanced, all  of  which  were,  somewhat 
surorismgly,  rejected;  but  the  13th  — 
John’s  — was  accepted. 

It  is  hard  to  believe  that  references 
were  not  supplied  by  those  British 
Intelligence  officers  whom  John  had 
befriended.  Many  West  Germans 
considered  him  a peculiar  choice  for 
such  an  important  job.  and  he  soon 
'tomed  to  drink.  John  himself  be- 
lieved tiiat  a connection  through 
maniage  to  the  first  President  of  the 
Federal  Republic  had  landed  him  the 
prize. 

In  July  1954.  however,  while  on  a 
visit  to  West  Berlin.  John  suddenly 
disappeared,  only  to  resurface  in 
East  Berlin,  fiom  where  he  proceeded 
to  make  several  bitter  and  damaging 
public  statements  about  the  aJle^ 
ambitions  of  the  new  West  Gennan 
leadership  and  Konrad  Adenauer, 
the  first  Federal  (Thancellor,  whom 
he  called  a neo-Nazi  revanchist. 
Adenauer  (at  first  inclined  to  beheve 
fiiat  John  had  been  kidnapped)  was 
not  at  all  amused. 

Although  it  seemed  obvious  that 
John  had  defected,  with  all  the 
serious  impUcations  for  Westimi 
intelligence  that  such  a defection 
carried,  a decision  was  taken  to  play 
this  down  and  to  support  the  notion 
that  he  had  been  drugged,  even 
though  two  zonal  border  officials  had 
seen  John  and  described  him  as 
‘‘cheerfo]"  on  this  trip  East. 

The  circumstances  of  that  inddent 
have  never  been  completely  darified: 
and  because  of  the  sensitive  nature  of 
John's  work,  many  of  his  activities 
remain  shrouded  in  mystery. 

Certainly  there  were  those  who 
believed  that  John's  presence  in  East 
Berlin  was  a defection,  which  proved 
that  he  had  been  a Soviet  penetration 
agent  ever  since  the  1930s.  Others, 
however,  daimed  either  that  he  had 
sucamibed  to  aJo^oUsm 
being  duped  fay  the  Communists,  or, 
more  favourably,  that  as  a genuine 
German  patriot  John  had  allcn^  his 
career  and  reputation  to  be  ruined  by 
his  determination  to  fight  a resur- 
gence of  Nazism.  This  latter  line  was 
the  one  taken  by  many  English 
friends,  induding  Oldfield  and  Hugh 
Trevor-Roper  (L^  Dacre).  as  well  as 
John's  Gei^an  suppcHTers.  many  of 
whom  had  suffer^  for  their  fi^t 
^lainst  Hitler  and  possessed 
finest  credendals. 

On  December  12,  19SS.  the  day 
foed  by  the  West  German  Bundes^ 
for  an  inquiry  into  John's  activities, 
he  sprang  a second  surprise  by 
reappearing  in  West  Germany,  argu- 
ir^  mat  he  had  indeed  been  drugged 
and  abducted  against  his  will  He 


was  immediately  arrested,  not  for 
treacheiy,  but  for  acting  on  behalf  of 
the  Communists,  and  a nvo-year 
sentence  was  requested.  The  court 
imposed  double  this.  John  tried 
unsuccessfully  on  five  difierent  occa- 
sions to  get  this  verdict  quashed, 
most  recently  in  January  last  year. 

After  his  release,  John  went  to  live 
in  Igis,  Austria,  in  a house  owned  by 
Prince  Louis  Ferdinand.  In  1986  the 
Federal  President.  Ridiard  von 
Wetzsacker,  granted  him  a pension 
which  John  claimed  implied  his 
innocence.  After  the  collapse  of  the 
East  German  r^me.  Jc^  stated 
that  research  of  the  Stasi  archives 
show’ed  fiiat  there  was  no  file  on  him. 
and  argued  that  this  was  his  final 
proof  of  his  innocence.  Others  said 
(hat  ft  showed  how  important  he  had 
been,  and  that  his  papers  had  been 
transferred  to  Moscow  several 
months  before  the  Wall  had  fallen. 

He  stuck  to  his  account  for  the  rest 
of  his  life.  In  his  book.  Zweimal  kam 
ich  Heim,  published  in  I9M.  he  said 
he  had  ^ne  to  West  Berlin  to 
commemorate  the  tenth  anniversary 


of  the  plot  against  Hitler.  He  claimed 
diaE  having  bnn  kidnapped  in  a 
friend’s  flau  his  only  hope  of  survive 
ing  was  to  play  along  with  the 
Communists;  his  radio  attack  on 
Adenauer  had  been  a “really  big  lie" 
designed  to  make  it  obvicjus  that  he 
was  acting  under  duress. 

Yet  even  upon  this  point  cortfoston 
prevailed.  Some  friends,  such  as 
Cnifton  Clhild  of  the  British  Foreign 
Office  accepted  John's  versiorL 
Trevor-Roper,  on  the  ofiier  hand, 
argued  that  John  believed  the  things 
he  was  saying  in  East  BCTlin  and 
genuindy  feared  a neo-Nazi  revival. 
The  British  journalist  Sefton  Delmer 
(who  had  woriced  with  J(^  during 
the  war)  attended  one  of  his  East 
German  press  conferences  and  had  a 
private  meeting  with  him;  he  was  in 
no  doubt  at  all  that  John  was  acting  of 
his  own  free  will.  Yet  Odmer  was 
himself  a shado^  figure  when  it 
came  to  Communist  affairs  and  when 
John  reappeared  in  the  West,  Delmer 
changed  his  testimony  and  said  it 
was  plain  that  Jdhn  had  been  acting. 

There  is  no  doubt  that,  whatever 


his  motivation,  John  had  been  deeply 
shaim  by  the  detasion  to  rearm  West 
Gemiany,  and  by  the  way  former 
supporters  of  National  Socialism  had 
bem  given  important  po^  in  the 
Bonn  Re^btic.  (n  p^'cular.  he 
resented  die  appefintment  of  General 
Gefiien,  Hifi^  former  Abwehr  spe- 
cialist «i  the  S^et  armed  forces,  as 
head  of  the  second  German  Inlelfi- 
genoe  Agency,  the  BND,  or  Federal 
IntelHgoioe  S^ce,  at  the  insistence 
of  the  United  States.  When  Gehlen 
was  asked  for  a view  on  John  in  1954 
he  reifijed  curciy  “once  a traitor, 
always  a traitor*^,  a wholly  unwar- 
rant^  slur  on  Jo)m%  part  in  the  1944 
plot 

Fbr  many  in  die  West,  the  verdict 
on  John  was  either  that  he  was  yet 
anoth^  Conmunist  mole  inject 
into  a Western  intelligence  service,  or 
that  he  was  the  victim  of  a Commu- 
nist crime  and  the  harsh  cruelty  of  fiie 
Cold  War.  Fbr  a few,  Jtfiin  was 
somethii^  quite  different:  a Gennan 
patriot  who  rg'ecred  Adenauer^  vi- 
sion of  a West  German  part-nation, 
locked  into  Nato  and  the  West, 
because  (like  a number  of  others)  he 
saw  this  state  as  inhibiting  rather 
than  furthering  unity. 

Yet  another  explanation  is  no  less 
plausible.  John,  like  many  others  of 
lus  generation,  found  himself 
trapped  by  the  tide  of  histoiy. 
^Vliling(y  or  unwillingly,  he  may 
have  b^  caught  up  in  the  macabre 
altemfHs  of  Soviet  intelligence  to 
forge  a bridgehead  in  the  British 
secret  services.  Tbere  was  no  doubt 
that  he  fought  against  National 
Socialism;  but  titere  is  no  evidence  of 
any  great  dislike  of  Cmmnunist 
totalitarianism.  This,  combined  with 
an  uncertain  personal  life,  may  have 
made  him  an  easy  prey  to  a more 
committed  Soviet  agent  like  Philby. 

If  I^lby  believed  that  in  1950  he 
had  managed  to  get  John  into  a 
sensitive  post  it  made  sense  in  1954. 
when  West  Germany  was  about  to 
join  the  European  Defence  Commun- 
ity, to  get  him  to  denounce  that  polity 
(indeed,  the  French  Assembly  voted 
against  West  Germany  at  that  time). 
E^ally.  sudi  a link  mi^t  provide 
the  final  piece  in  die  jigsaw:  the 
reason  why  Otto  John  returned  to  the 
Westin  19S.  It  was  then  that  Sir  Dick 
White  became  "C  of  Mf6.  White'S 
suspicions  of  Phiiby  were  already 
wdJ-lonned.  Jeto's  d^ection  con- 
firmed his  doubts.  John's  journey 
back,  however,  dispelled  them  — > for 
a time,  at  least 

John  deserved  credit  for  the  dungs 
he  did  well,  in  imticular  his  staun^ 
oppositicto  to  Hitler  and  Nazi  ambi- 
tions, sustained  within  the  citadels  of 
Third  Reich  Berlin.  The  final  verdict 
on  his  actions  after  1944  must  await 
the  opening  of  the  former  Soviet 
ardhives. 

Oqo  John's  wife,  the  singer  Lude 
Manen,  predeceased  him  in  1991. 


HUGO  WEISGALL 


HugoWdsgalL 
coiBposee,  died  in  New 
York  on  Mardi  11  aged 
84.  He  iwas  bora  in 

Eibensefantz,  Moravia,  on 
October  13, 1912. 

HUGp  WEISGALL  was  a 
versatile  composer  whose 
works  included  song-cycles, 
ballets,  chamber  music  and 
large-scale  liturgical  settings; 
he  was  also  an  effective  con- 
ductor, administrator  and 
teadiCT.  But  it  is  as  one  of 
Americans  most  significant 
and  successful  composers  of 
opera  that  he  will  l^r  be 
remembered. 

Weisgall  wrote  his  first  op- 
eras when  he  was  barely  into 
his  twenties,  and  in  the  dozen 
or  50  he  wrote  from  1918 
onwards  he  made  an  endur- 
ing contribution  to  the  genre. 
Raging  in  musicai  idiom 
firom  refined  neoclassidsm  to 
austere  atonal  modernism, 
they  are  distinguished  ly  the 
coherence  and  Iheraiy  merit  of 
their  librettos,  the  deftness  of 
their  characterisation,  and  the 
dqith  of  (heir  phifosophicat 
ambition;  all  are  extremely 
well  crafted. 

Hugo  David  Weisgall  was 
bom  into  a Jewish  family  in 
what  is  now  Ivandce.  Bohe- 
mia. The  family  had  a strong 
musical  mdirion  and  for  sev- 
eral generations  had  produced 
cantors  and  compost.  Emi- 
grating to  the  United  States  in 
1920,  tiiey  settled  in  Baltimore, 
Mao'land,  where  Hugo  Weis- 
gall studied  at  the  Peabody 
Conservatory  from  1927  to 
1932.  He  went  on  to  study 
composition  with  Roger  Ses- 
sions and  conducting  with 
Fritz  Reiner. 

Military  service  brought 
him  to  Europe,  where  he  was 
involved,  thanlu  to  his  fluen^ 
in  several  languages,  in 
liasing  with  various  govem- 
motts  in  e;^e.  He  also  found 
time  to  compose  and  conduct, 
and  was  active  in  promoting 
American  music  to  European 
audiences. 

Returning  to  the  United 
States,  he  embarked  on  a 
teaching  career  vriiich  was  to 
include  spells  at  die  Baltimore 
Institute  of  Arts.  Johns  Hop- 
kins Universiiy  and  the 
JuUliard  School:  he  also 
served  as  chairman  of  the 
faculty  of  the  Cantors'  Insti- 
tute of  the  Jewish  Theological 
Seminary  in  New  York.  From 
1963  to  1973  he  was  president 
of  the  American  Music  Ontre. 

Weisgall  began  to  make  his 
reputation  as  an  opera  com- 
poser with  two  one-act  operas 


first  performed  in  19S2:  The 
Tenor,  based  on  a play  by 
Wedekind,  and  The  5tronger, 
after  Strindberg;  the  latter,  a 
dramatic  monologue  for  so- 
prano, is  one  of.  his  most 
intense  and  impressive  works. 

Urger^xale  operas  fol- 
lowed. Six  Characters  in 
Search  of  an  Author,  a sophis- 
ticated treatment  of  Fiiandel- 
lors  teasing  i^ay.  i was 
premiered  by  New  York  City 
opera  in  1959,  with  the  simra- 
no  Beverly  Sills  in  one  of  the 
leading  rales.  Weisgall'S  taste 
for  heavyweight  literary 
sources  was  fortiter  evident  in 
Purgatoiy,  based  on  Yeats  and 
first  performed  in  Washington 


in  1961.  and  Aihaliah,  after 
Radne.  given  a concert  perfor- 
mance in  New  York  in  1964. 

With  Those  worlu  Weisgafi 
evolved  his  own  idiosyncratic 
version  of  musical  expression- 
ism. and  showed  a striking 
ability  to  match  musical 
means  to  contrasting  d ramatic 
situations.  More  ambitious, 
and  ultimately  less  successful, 
was  Nine  Rivers  fivm  Jordan 
(19^  to  a libretto  by  Denis 
Johnson),  a vast,  rather  diffuse 
work  whidi  attempted  to  tack- 
le the  moral  and  phflosophical 
questions  raised  by  the  Second 
World  War  and  die  Holo- 
causL 

After  an  opera  based  on  a 
modem  Noh  play  by  Yukio 
Mishima  \fenny,  or  The  Hun- 
dred Nights,  1^6),  and  a 1992 
revision  of  his  1^  opera  The 
Garden  of  Adonis,  Weisgall 
returned  in  his  final  opera. 
Esther,  to  the  subject  ctf  the 
Holocaust  this  time  tobetter 
effect  treating  it  in  p^ble 
form  and  with  convincing 
restraint.  Pbrformed  at  New 
York  C2ty  Opera  in  1993,  it  is 
due  to  be  revived  there  next 
season. 

Hugo  Weisgall  is  survived 
bv  his  w^,  Nathalie 
Shulman,  whom  he  married 
in  194Z  and  by  their  son  and 
daughter.

EUen  Poflock.  actress; 
died  on  March  29  aged 
93.  She  was  born  on  Jane 
29. 1903. 

A SPIRITED  admirer  of 
George  Bernard  Shaw,  Ellen 
Polio^  was  said  to  have 
played  more  Shavian  heroines 
than  any  other  English  ac- 
tress. From  19Z3  when  she 
toured  with  his  plays  in  reper- 
tory, to  the  last  Shaw  “first 
nighf  in  London  in  19S0  when 
she  appeared  in  Far  Fetched 
Fables,  she  ran  the  gamut  of 
Shaw's  characters  from  Eliza 
EfoolitTle  to  Mrs  Warren. 

She  often  sought  Shaw's 
advice  on  the  interpretation  of 
his  work,  receiving  a number 
of  acerbic  postcards  in  reply. 
She  always  sent  him  birthday 
presents,  though  he  usually 
disparaged  them,  even  dis- 
patching one  to  his  local 
village  fete  and  then  inform- 
ing her  with  cantankerous 
satisfaction  that  it  had  not 
even  sold.  Yet.  undaunted,  she 
was  an  active  member  of  the 
Shaw  Sodeiy,  of  whidi  she 
became  presidem  in  19S8. 

Tall,  dark  and  assured,  with 
a witty  mastery  of  accents 
unimp^ed  by  her  natural 
lisp.  Pollock  was  a versatile 
actress.  She  commanded  roles 
from  light  comedy  to  tragic 
rhetoric  And  when  not  acting 
she  would  be  directing,  or 
tKurhing  at  RADA  where  she 
worked  for  12  years. 

From  the  age  of  seven,  when 
she  saw  Sarah  Bernhardt. 


ELLEN  POLLOCK 


Ellen  Clara  Pollock  was 
determined  to  be  an  actress. 
She  eventually  made  her  first 
st^e  appearance  at  the  age  of 
17  as  a p^e  in  Romeo  and 
Juliet  at  the  Eve^man.  After 
cutting  her  teeth  in  a number 
of  other  small  roles  she  found 
her  passion  for  Shaw. 

She  accompanied  Gertrude 
Elliott  on  a South  African  twr 
of  typical  contemporary  pieces 
before  returning  to  ^gland 
to  take  whatever  work  came 
along.  She  proved  greatly 
adaptable. 

Her  longest  run  was  for  18 
months  in  toe  mjd-1930s  as 
Gwen  Clayton  in  77ie  Domi- 
nant Sex.  She  was  living  in 
Rtxtoesteratthetimeand  used 
to  drive  up  to  London  daily  in 
a lurid  yellow  and  orange 
tourer  wito  clothing  to  manto. 
Although  i^larly  stopped 
for  spewing,  she  usually  man- 
to  t£^  herself  out  of 
trouble. 


The  war  proved  only  a 
minor  disruption  to  POllocklF 
career.  Her  (^ef  concession  to 
enemy  action  was  to  dismount 
fir^  her  bicycle  when  she 
heard  the  noise  cS  a doodle- 
bug stop  — the  signal  that  it 
was  abcMt  to  land  near  by.  She 
toured  in  a number  of  plays 
including  Noel  Coward's 
Hrofever  which  she  cheekily 
adapted  witii  topical  allusions, 
and  also  turned  her  hand  to 
directing  when  she  played  and 
direct^  a 1944  Shaw  season  at 
toe  Lyric,  Hammeremith.  In 
hCT  sp^  time  she  was  an 
ARP  driver  in  Kensington  and 
also  worked  eneroetically  to 
provide  clothing  for  bombed 
out  victims  of  the  Blitz. 

In  IQ4S  she  directed  and 
appeared  in  a season  of  Grand 
Guignol  at  the  Granville  The- 
atre Watoam  GreerL  And,  in 
strung  contrast,  in  1946  she 
played  Wilma,  the  wicked 
wi^  in  The  Wisard  of  Oz. 
The  role  included  her  first 
experience  of  flying  which  she 
performed  with  her  customary 
panadie,  except  on  me  occa- 
sfon  Mtoen  the  harness  got 
tangled  and  she  swung  across 
stage  with  her  head  down  and 
her  petticoats  up. 

Throughout  the  l9S0s  and 
}96Qs  she  continued  to  act  in  a 
characteristically  broad  array 
of  roles  ranging  from  Jocasta 
in  Oedipus  to  Mistress  Quick- 
ly in  Henry  N.  She  appear^ 
notably  in  three  matinees  giv- 
en in  celebration  of  the 
G.  B.  Shaw  centenary  in  July 


1936.  Aside  firom  theatre  she 
also  toc^  a number  of  tele- 
vision parts,  induding  in  The 
Forsyte  5oga  and  The  Pal- 
lisers. 

Ellen  ffoUock  was  62  when 
she  embarked  upon  a second 
career.  In  1965  she  rented  a 
stall  fbr  two  months  In  toe 
Chelsea  antique  market.  She 
had  collected  so  much  bric-a- 
brac  over  the  years,  she  said, 
that  a stall  seemed  the  perfect 
solution.  It  became  a regular 
thing,  and  she  and  her  sister 
ran  it  in  partoerdiip,  moving 
eventually  to  a permanent 
premises  in  the  nearby 
Antiquarius.  It  was  toere  that 
Michael  Aspel  turned  up  in 
1993,  bearing  his  red  book,  for 
her  appearance  in  This  is  Your 
Life.  Ellen  Pollock  would  be 
ftiund  at  her  stall  five  days  a 
week  up  until  the  end  of  last 
year  when  she  fell  ill. 

She  was  twice  married.  Her 
first  husband,  Leslie  Hancod;. 
was  an  Army  officer.  He  was 
killed  in  action  in  1944.  A year 
later  she  married  James 
Proudfoot,  a portrait  pamter. 
They  lived  a bohemian  life  in 
Chelsea  and  in  1970  celebrated 
their  silver  wedding  anniver- 
saiy.  she  wearing  a silver 
trouser  suit  made  specially  for 
the  oexasiem.  He  died  a year 
later.  From  then  on  Ellen 
Pollock  lived  alone,  taking 
great  pride  in  her'  indepen- 
dence and  sustained  ^ her 
faidi  as  a Christian  SdmtisL 
She  is  survived  a son  from 
her  first  marriage.

There  is  a large  entrance 
ball  and  staircase  in  white  and  subdued  gold, 
with  frescoes  in  soft  colours  on  the  walls  of  the 
galleries  whidi  run  round  it.  The  lobbies  are 
spadous  halls,  and  the  difTerenr  storeys  ore 
served  by  lihs.  The  auditorium  Ukewise 
conveys  the  impression  of  being  decora^  for 
the  most  part  in  white  and  duU  gold.  It  is  very 
spadous  and  beautifully  upholstered  in  dark 
fwrple.  Every  parr  of  the  house  commands  a 
view  of  the  stage. 

1lte  cxmimittee  of  patronage  is  mterriaiional 
and  indudes  the  Queen  of  the  Belgians,  the 
Crown  Prince  of  Rumania,  the  Grand 
Duchess  Vladimir,  the  Duchess  of  Genoa.

Telecoms  law 
has  proved 
a nightmare.

A year  and  a month 
after  Presidem  Clin- 
ton signed  the  long- 
awaited  fill]  to 
deregulate  telecommunica- 
tions, mergers  and  takeovers 
have  swept  foe  industry,  but 
proposed  arnipetition  and  the 
variety  of  services  have  barely 
imfMio^  — and,  most  politi- 
cally explosive,  phone  diarges 
are  rising,  not  falling. 

In  praising  the  Bill,  its  spon- 
sors ran  out  of  superlatives. 
Thomas  Bliley,  diairman  of  the 
House  Commerce  Craniiuttee, 
called  it  '‘the  first  major  over- 
haul of  telecommunications  law 
since  Marconi  was  altve”. 
Edward  Markey,  a Democratic 
congressman,  called  jt  the  “best 
overall  blueprint  that  any  coun- 
try in  the  world  has  ever  come 
up  with".  Even  die  President 
pFoclaimed  tiiat  *noday,  with  the 
stroke  of  a pen.  our  laws  will 
catch  up  with  the  future". 

Inst^,  the  Telecommuni- 
cations A(^  is  a fair  candidate 
for  the  messiest  legislation 
Congress  has  passed  for  years. 
The  600-page  Act  duck^  the 
central  question  of  vriio  would 
pay  for  the  changes,  handing  it 
over  to  the  Fledoal  Commun- 
ications Comraission  (FCC). 
stale  regulators  and  the 
courts;  it  may  well  take  dtem  a 
decade  to  arrive  at  answers. 
Pessimists  wonder  whether 
tire  Act  can  ever  be  implement- 
ed; even  optimists  ask  what 
went  wrong. 

The  purpose  of  the  Bill  was 
entirely  sensible.  It  was  in- 
tended to  dismantle  the  legal 
barriers  to  competition  that 
have  kept  differ^  kmris  of 
tdecoms  and  media  com- 
panies out  of  eadi  other’s 
markets.  It  allowed  local  and 
long-distance  phone  com- 
panies to  enter  each  other'is 
market^  cable  companies  to 
supply  phone  calls,  and  phone 
companies  to  su;^  pictures. 
To  a lesser  extent,  . ]!  also 
relaxed  the  rules  on  ownership 
of  radio  and  tiektvisioa  Ihe 
new  laws  were  supposed  to  set 
the  stage  for  a free-fm’-all 
scramble  that  would  bring 
down  foe  cost  of  phone  calls 
and  cable  tdevision. 

The  most  dramatic  effect  of 
the  law  is  tiie  wave  of  mergers 
that  has  swept  tiie  industry, 
amounting  to  more  foan  $lfo 
Inllion.  hauled  by  Nynex's  $22 
billion  purchase  (rf  Atlantic, 

and  British  Teleoom^  $21  bil- 
lion takeover  of  MCI.  But  while 
cmsi^ation  has  been  immedt- 
ate,  compoition  has  beai  slow 
to  enter  new  markets.  Local 
phone  oompai^  remain  mo- 
nopdies  in  residential  maikets, 
and  face  scaic^  any  competi- 
tion for  business  custcxners. 
Meanwhile,  phone  and  cable 
rates  have  risen  wril  above  foe 
rate  of  inflation  (tee  table}. 

In  part,  cable  and  phone 
companies  have  been  d^rred 
from  entering  each  others 
maikets  fay  foe  high  costs.  The 
two  biggest  cable  companies. 
Time  Warner  and  Tele-Com- 
munications, have  indicated 
foat  they  are  not  rushing  to 
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provide  phone  services  over 
their  networks.  Nor  have 
phone  companies  yet  made 
serious  steps  to  get  into  video. 

But  the  greatest  obstade  to 
competition  is  the  need  for  the 
rcc  and  foe  sepa^te  state 
regulatory  oommissioas  to  un- 
pi&  the  layers  of  cross-subsi- 
dies between  differenl  tde- 
cevns  markets  tiiat  have  been 
the  basis  of  US  relation  for 
decades.  The  guiding  p^dple 
of  US  telecoms  regulaiiix)  has 
been  foat  local  calls  should  be 
heavily  subsidised  by  long- 
distance calls.  ITie  sub^y  has 
been  worth  tens  of  billions  of 
dollars  a year. 

Three  dosely  rdated  areas

The  second  contentious  point 
is  foe  level  of  access  diai^  — 
the  fees  that  long-distance 
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pheme  carriers  pay  K>  local 
phcHie  companies  to  deliver 
foe  calls  over  the  last  stretdh  ctf 
line.  Ln  foe  past  these  have 
been  deliberately  set  higher 
than  the  costs  of  proriding  the 
connection.  The  revenues  — 
worth  about  $20  billion  a year 
to  local  companiies  t-  are  one 
of  the  main  subsidies  current- 
ly keeiting  tiie  cost  of  local  calls 
low.  The  rcc  wfll  give  its 
views  in  early  May. 

The  third  dispute  is  over  foe 
level  of  "interoonnection 
chafes"  which  phone  com- 
panies pay  ea^  other  to 
com{riete  their  calls.

unwisdom  to  appoint  that 
director  in  foe  first  place. 

After  all.  a prime  ftincricm  of 
senior  directors  is  foe  selection 
and  appointment  of  senior 
managers  and  other  directors. 
Attention  to  corporate  strategy 
is  of  little  eff^  with  the  wrong 
people  in  charge.

But  attempts  to  put  foe  law 
into  practice  are  proving  a 
iawy^  dream.  Each  time  the 
rcc  ^es  a ruling,  it  is 
effectively  proposing  to  redis- 
tribute rahons  of  dollars  be- 
tween a handful  of  annpaiues: 
su^  is  tiie  value  at  stake,  it  is 
bcaind  to  be  challteiged  in  the 
courts.  According  to  Neil 
Hid^  of  the  Columbia  Jour- 
nalism Review,  the  law  could 
be  dubbed  the  "FUll  Employ- 
ment Act  for  Telecommunica- 
tions Lawym". 

In  the  midst  of  this  paraly- 
sis. it  is  striking  that  the 
greatest  activity  has  come  in 
foe  newest  segments  of  tiie 
industiy,  which  are  hardly 
affected  by  the  new  law. 
Wireless  telephone  companies 
are  springing  up  across  foe 
coun^,  bnnging  ceilular  tele- 
phone rates  sha^y  down.  In 
television,  direct  broadcast 
satellhe  services,  whidi  had 
never  adiieved  mudi  pc^ar- 
iiy  in  the  US,  have  rapidly  sold 
dishes  to  4.6  milflon  house- 
holds. That  unexpeded  cran- 
pedtion  is  one  reason  why  foe 
telecoms  industiy  sharply 
underTi^oTTned  foe  stock 
market  last  year  (see  diart). 

But  frustration  with  the 
central  part  of  foe  Act  is  still 
running  so  high  foat  many 
have  been  tempted  to  recom- 
mend a grand  quick-fix,  no 
matter  how  politi^y  contoi- 
tious.  Thomas  Hazlen,  an 
economist,  suggests  letting 
wireless  phone  companies  use 
sections  of  the  airwaves  re- 
served for  television.  Mr 
Crandall  favours  foe  abolition 
of  ail  regulation  after  a spen- 
fied  number  of  years.  "With 
regulated  competition,"  he 
says,  foe  rcc  "ends  up  cutting 
political  deals". 

But  tdeooms  remains  a 
highly  political  industiy,  and 
d^s  that  depart  from  the 
economic  ideal  are  the  likdy 
outeome.  If  relators  ocxidude 
local  phme  rates  should 
rise,  they  may  still  fudge 
the  manner  in  whiefo  it  is  donk 
eg,  ^ loading  charges  onto 
“special"  services. 

The  lesson  of  the  Telecom-: 
munications  Act  is  dean  Con- 
gress tried  to  do  far  too  much, 
and  ended  up  doing  fer  too 
hide.  Hours  of  congressional 
time  were  devoted  to  foe  dause 
stipulating  that  a ’’V-diip*' 
must  be  built  into  television 
sets  to  allow  parents  to  screen 
their  children  £rom  sex  and 
violence.  Yet  while  the  Act 
blifody  told  regulators  to  strip 
avray  billions  of  dollars  in  | 
subsidies,  it  paid  little  alien-  i 
tion  to  how  this  would  be 
accomplished. 

Ihe  irony  is  that,  if  mem- 
bers of  Congress  had  realised 
the  full  implications  — that 
local  phone  bills  may  rise  — 
they  would  probably  not  have 
pahed  the  law.  if  the  US  is 
to  achieve  foe  competitive 
market  foe  Act  envis^ed. 
such  a step  is  necessary.

Misreading 
the  Greenspan 
correction 


A market  shakeout  in 
fear  of  rising  interest 
rates?  Considering 
that  foe  markets  hold  Alan 
Greenspan,  the  Fed  Chair- 
man. in  such  reverence,  it  is 
surpri^g  that  some  ana- 
lysts stin  don't  seem  to  listen 
to  what  he  says.  A few  weeks 
ago  the  Ch^rman  caused 
some  shodt  when  he  spoke 
of  the  "irrational  exuber- 
ance of  the  maikets;  but 
that  fefled  to  deflate  what 
threatened  to  become  a bub- 
ble. So  now  he  has  asserted 
lumself  with  another  25- 
basis-point  rise  in  interest 
rates,  whidi  did  the  trick  in 
1994.  This  time  there  has 
been  a correction;  but  so  far 
it  is  only  a mild  one,  leaving 
all  Street  prices  still  wdl 
above  their  level  at  the  start 
of  the  year. 

So  foe  interesting  ques- 
tions have  not  mudi  to  do 
with  the  US  economy  and  its 
supposed  "need"  of  higher 
rates.  In  fact  there  is  stiU 
almost  no  sign  of  inflation- 
aiy  pressures,  and  a growth 
rate  which  has  reached  3.8 
per  cent  annually  in  a angle 
quarter  is  hardly  a major 
shodc,  and  is  expected  to 
ease  before  long.  The  Fed 
Governors,  indeed,  stQl  talk 
of  an  economy  whiere  infla- 
tionary and  recessionary 
forces  are  near  to  balance. 
Hieie  is  little  reason  in  foe 
economy  for  foe  Fed  to  act 
again  in  haste:  it  can  wait 
and  see,  as  was  until  recent- 
ly its  habit. 

However,  a stock  maiket 
boom  that  passes  rational 
levds  and  heads  into  specu- 
lative conntiy,  as  it  dJd  in 
1987  (let  alone  1929),  is  a real 
threat  It  can  generate 
wealth  Lflusibns  that  encour- 
age overbofTOwin^  and  die 
correction,  ufoen  it  comes, 
can  easily  him  into  a panic. 

Remember,  too,  that 
Greenspan's  first  ex- 
perience as  Giair- 
man  was  managing  a really 
sbsup  correction:  Wall  Street 
prices  fell  30  per  cent,  but  the 
Fed  managed  to  prevent  any 
spillover  into  the  economy. 
That  success  was  foe  baris  of 
his  reputation,  and  is  a good 
due  to  his  present  inten- 
tions. He  would  probably 
regard  a 10  per  cent  correc- 
tion as  thoroughly  healthy, 
and  remain  f^y  unwor- 
ried if  it  ran  towards  20  per 
oenL  It  would  be  surprising 
if  be  was  remotely  satisfied 


with  the  present  conection 
of  less  foan  3 per  cent 
Will  it  go  on  down?  That 
depends  not  on  foe  market 
professitHials,  but  on  the 
ordinary  American  saver, 
for  it  is  ordinary  small 
savings  foat  have  fii^ed  the 
bull  maikcL 

Small  savers  do  rtot  follow 
the  market  dosely.  and  usu- 
ally show  strong  nerves. 
tK^  switched  into  the 
funds  partly  because  of  pan- 
ic after  the  savings  and  loan 
scandaL  vriiich  wiped  out  so 
many  savinps  institutions; 
partly,  ironically  enough, 
because  of  foe  low  rates 
introduced  Greenspan, 
primarily  to  baO  out  foe 
banks.  So  it  has  been  a 
Greenspan  bull  market,  and 
small  savers  have  pros- 
pered. It  may  now  need  a 
much  bigger  fall  to  catch 
their  attention:  certmnly,  it 
wfli  need  quite  a long  period 
of  zero  capital  gains.  Then 
and  only  then  are  they  likely 
to  notice  that  the  income 
return  on  ordinaiy  savings 
accounts  and  on  govern- 
ment and  munidpal  bonds 
is  now  quite  attractive  agaiiL 

It  was.  after  all.  the 
continued  flow  of  sav- 
ings into  foe  mutual 
funds  that  drove  the  US 
market  up  ag^  after  the 
first  Greenspan  warning;  so 
it  could  happen  again.  In- 
deed. the  signs  so  fer,  both 
in  New  York  and  in  London, 
are  that  ft  will.  A bull  market 
p^hology  is  not  so  easily 
disturbed,  as  can  be  seen  at 
present  in  the  London  house 
inarkeL 

Remember,  too;  that  there 
are  still  strong  forces  tend- 
ing to  drive  asset  prices  up. 
nc^ly  the  growing  realisa- 
tion that  foe  pension  pronh 
tses  made  by  the  Suite  are 
not  to  be  trusted.  People  are 
trying  to  secure  (heir  income 
in  old  age  through  their 
private  e^rts.  which  are 
realistic  and  admirable  The 
problem  formonet^  poUcy 
is  to  manage  this  switch 
while  avoidfog  dangerous 
speculative  excesses. 

Sa  putting  the  horse  and 
the  cart  in  foe  right  order, 
we  now  fare  a danger 
that  interest  rates  may  have 
to  rise  furtiier  than  the  US 
economy,  let  alone  the  Brit- 
ish economy,  require  simply 
beause  there  has  not  been  a 
real  market  coirection.  Just 
a quiet  little  rehearsal.

humour. 

Larry  is  the  Kfintudcy 
redneck  strip-dub  owner 
founded  the  raunchy  Hustler 
magazine  in  the  1970s,  and 
eventually  took  his  ri^t  to 
publish  it  to  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States.  It 
was  a publication  which 
bfoupht  F^t  into  constant 
conflict  widi  the  obscenity 
laws,  resulted  in  his  bdng 
gun^  down  and  left  wfied- 
dhair-bound  during  one  of 
those  obscenity  trials,  and 
uldmately  cast  him.  as  die 
unlikely  champion  of  free 
speech  through  his  successful 
appeal  Go  the  Supreme  Coun 
under  the  First  Amendment  to 
the  US  Consdtutum: 

Flynt  was  also  a womaniser, 
despite  his  devotfon  to  his 
equally  promiscuous  fourth 
Aldiea,  widt  whom  he 
also  indulged  in  drug  abuse. 
And  he  brame  notorious  for 
fus  flamboyant  and  disrespM- 
fol  courtroom  antics  involving 
the  American  flag.  “There  are

Criminals  make  music  as  smooth  as 
their  impeccably  cool,  cartoon^ang- 
ster  image.

Sex  and  sleaze  among 
Tory  Mft  haw  domi- 
nated newspaper 
front  pages  for  seven 
days  and  prompted  accusa- 
tions that  the  Labour  Party, 
led  1^  its  campaign  manner 
Peter  Mandelson.  is  manipu- 
lating the  news  agenda  to 
drown  the  Tory  campaign. 

Itstarted  last  Thursday  with 
The  Sun's  sanp  about  the 
Tory  MP  Piers  Merchant  and 
his  Oing  with  a So^  nightdub 
hostess  and  the  simultaneous 
resignation  of  Dm  Smith,  the 
Tory  MP  for  BeaconsGeld. 
They  hit  the  headlines  after 
several  days  when  the  election 
had  almost  disapprared  from 
the  front  pages.  The  two 
stories,  followed  the  week- 
end downfall  of  Sir  Michaei 
Hirst,  chairman  of  the  Scottish 
Tories,  prompted  six  days  of 
sex  and  sleaze  headlines. 

On  the  fifth  day.  the  ques- 
tion for  William  Rees-Mogg  in 
The  Times  was  whether  the 
Labour  Party  had  dirty  hands. 
The  pnjblic  had  been  sickened 
by  the  triviality  and  prurience 
in  the  “sleaze  election",  he 
argued.  By  inviting  electors  to 
concentrate  only  on  secondary 
issues,  it  had  made  British 
democracy  seem  immature 
and  it  was  Labour^  fault. 

Mr  Mandelson,  singled  out 
by  Rees-Mc^g  as  the  spin- 
docioring  mastermind  of  the 
campaign,  responded  yester- 
day ty  stating  that  although 
Labour  supported  those  Con- 
servatives who  thought  that 
Neil  Hamilton  should  stand 
down  at  Tanon,  Labour  had 
had  nothing  to  do  with  the  sex 
and  sleaze  stories.

There  has  always  been  a 
dream  element  about  the 
Countrv  lAfr  property  ads. 
Some  readers  actively  serit  to 
buy  the  houses  we  advertise. 
But  at  this  exclusive  end  of  the 
market  there  do  not  have  to  be 
an  awful  lot  of  such  people  to 
keep  show  going.  There  is 
a finite  supply  of  beautiful 
houses,  and  even  fewer  of 
them  within  easy  striking 
distance  of  London,  which  is 
where  ttie  redpients  of  the 
large  City  bonuses  want  to  be. 

There  are  plenty  of  poten- 
tial buyers  around  these  daya 
but  too  few  sellers.

TTic  British,  by  con- 
trast, focus  their  imaginations 
on  chandeliers,  Geoi^an 
gtaiyraees.  vistas  of  parkland 
and  sporting  rights.  We  like  to 
ident^  vath  places,  and  to 
esfabli^  homes  that  might 
last  for  generations. 

The  Americans  have  no 
su^  attachment  to  places: 
they  have  always  b^  a 
mobile  society,  ready  to  iip- 
stidts  and  move  to  the  other 
side  of  the  Continent  in  a 
moment  The  British  sHil  seek 
to  root  themselves  to  one  spot 
— almost  literally,  given  the 
present  passion  for  garden- 
ing. The  grandest  in  the  land 
are  frequentty  on  their  knees 
worshiping  at  some  herba- 
ceous border  or  potager. 
When  I sought  to  compiimeni 
a Frendi  aristocrat  by  saying  1

offended.  I knew  that  hie 
possessed  a beautiful  garden, 
of  wlurii  he  was  proud.  But  he 
would  no  more  have  admitted 
tending  it  himself  than  mak- 
ing his  own  dothes. 

In  British  ardiitectumi  hist- 
ory. the  study  of  country 
houses  is  far  more  advanced 
than  that  of  town 
halls,  prisons.  ht»- 
prtals.  munidpal 
baths  or  even 
townhouses.  For 
that.  Counny  Life, 
with  its  weekly  ar- 
ticle on  a great 
house,  may  be 
partly  to  blame. 
But  H reflects  nm- 
ionaf  priorities.  So. 
in  another  way, 
does  the  Depart- 
menl  of  the  Envi- 
' ronmenf^  predic- 
tion tiiat  vast  numbers  of  new 
homes  must  be  constructed  in 
the  countryside.

My 
bookshelves  house  a run  of  the 
magazine  from  the  19S0s  onwards  and  ii 
is  all  too  ea^  id  reach  for  those  horn  the 
late  19SQs  as  each  issue  resembles  a small 
telephone  directory. 

ITiar  the  apogee  of  the  proper^ 
boom,  reOecting  an  era  when  the  top  rate 
of  tax  became  40  per  cent,  less  than  half 
the  iwnidve  rate  cH  the  previous  decade. 
By  then  die  magazine  had  gone  over  to 
ci^our  and  houses  took  on  a new 
tteiect^riliiy.  Tlie  contrast  with  the  one 
sofitiuy  property  page  in  that  first  issue  in 
1897  cmiid  not  have  been  greater. 

It  is  ru>  secret  that  most  people  look  at 
Country  Life's  property  advenisements 
before  (h^  look  at  anything  else.  Property 
has  been  and  stilt  is  at  the  heart  of  the 
magazine’s  ^ilosr^y. 

It  is  striking,  looking  at  these  advertise- 
ment pages  over  the  century,  to  note  how 
little — rather  than  how  much  — taste  has 
dtanged.  ^ its  core  is  that  middle-dass 
ideal  a house  surrounded  by  garden 
and  mough  land  to  secure  privacy,  set  In 
what  cttiid  be  deemed  country.  What  has 
changed  is  that  the  ideal  — in  1897, 
avaiiaUe  tmly  us  the  few  — has  spread 
ihrou^  an  ever-widening  section  of 
sodety.  fn  tiiis  way.  ironicatly.  Country 
Life's  exhortation  of  the  rural  idyll  has 
contributed  to  what  the  magazine  spotds 
its  !in«  deploring  — tire  progressive 
urbanisation  of  the  countryside 
The  bread  and  butter  of  Country  Life's 
property  p^ges  was  never  the  great 
houses  and  estates,  although,  of  course, 
thty  figure.  The  vast  majority  of  the 
polity  has  been  suburban  and  Home 
Counties.  The  advertisements  are  indintes 
d middie<l^s  taste,  the  desire  for  a 
dream  house  of  the  type  evolved  under  the 
influence  of  the  architects  of  the  Arts  and 
Ciohs  rr>ovement.  vt^ely  Tudorbelhan. 
asymmetrical  and  slightly  rambling  but 
with  all  mod  cons  and  within  sinldng 
distance  London. 

Ibsokery  Nook  Tudorbethan.  real  or 
reproduction,  has  never  lost  its  hold.  Even 
today  It  is  still  being  built  But  the 
rediscovery  ctf  the  Gassica]  style  was  to 
taiu  much  longer.  Oak  beams  and  plaster 
were  seen  as  somehow  ■'English*',  a view 
fuelled  by  endless  books  on  the  style 
between  the  wars,  whereas  anything 
Classical  was  regarded  as  cold  and.  above 
aU.  foreign. 

Nonetheless.  Country  Ufe  pioneered 


the  rediscovery  of  the  tSth  century, 
although  it  was  rust  until  after  1945  that  it 
look  off  as  a style  with  selling  potential.  By 
then,  Tudorb^an  had  percolated  down 
the  social  scale  and  Regmcy  was  all  the 
rage,  its  clean  lines  and  uncluttered 
interiors  having  an  understandable  cum- 
patibility  with  the  watered-down  modern- 
ism of  rhe  1950s.  Its  scale  uos  rhar  of  the 
smaller  residences,  the  rectories  of  Jane 
Au.den'S  England.  Nothing  was  to  impede 
this  steady  progress  of  the  Classical  style 
ID  where  it  is  today.  As  with  Tudorbeth^. 
Classical  has  spread  across  the  social 
strata  and.  where  supplies  run  out. 
approximations  are  easily  built. 

So  we  now  have  two  saleable  ideals. 
The  third,  of  accessibility  to  London, 
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Small  befnnnings:  the  first  advert 

never  shifts,  it  is  there  at  the  outset,  and 
even  more  so  in  the  1920s.  when  car 
ownership  widened  and  London  Under- 
ground exiendbJ  its  lines  as  far  as 
Edgware.  In  December  t924.  Country Uf: 
summed  this  up,  saying:  'TTte  small  car  is 
contributing  to  bringing  within  the  ambit 
of  building  development  places  diaL  even 
a year  or  two  aga  were  regarded  as 
outside  the  residential  range  for  persons 
whom  business  and  pleasure  drew  daily 
to  the  towns.  'Room  for  a garage'  is  the 
current  cornmoinplace." 

What  changes  as  the  century  progresses 
is  size.  After  1945.  the  demand  for  what  a 
June  1957  article  called  “large  cumber- 
some houses"  collapses.  Ihe  article  goes 
on  to  restate  the  ftict  of  the  perpetual  mar- 


ket for  period  and  modern  houses  near 
London,  but  suggests  that  the  taste  for 
Georgian  and  Queen  Anne,  until  then 
highly  prized,  was  giving  way  to  Tudor 
again.  Even  small  Victorian  houses,  it 
was  notttl.  had  ceased  to  be  a drug  on  the 
market. 

The  emphasis  after  1945  is  always  on 
labour-saving  in  what  had  become  a 
serv’ani-less  age.  In  terms  of  tlie  pursuit  of 
comfort  there  is  one  long  escalation. 
Central  hearing  had  been  regarded  as 
American  and  unnecessary  until  it  be- 
came a big  selling  factor  in  the  early 
I9bus.  By  then,  swimming  pools  had  also 
begun  to  bccume  an  essential  attribute. 

Comforts  multiplied  again  in  the  ]9S0s 
when  whirlpool  baths  applied,  together 
with  saunas  and  private  dnemas.  At  the 
same  time,  interior  decoration  made  its 
debut  as  a selling  ingredient,  whole 
houses  clearly  having  bciro  “done  mer"  to 
tempt  a socially  aspiring  purchaser. 

Thi.s  oven  cull  of  consumer  display  was 
a reversal  of  the  post-1945  austerity,  when 
any  form  of  ostentation  or  display  was 
oiiL  Houses  with  any  element  of  exiernal 
grandeur  smacked  of  the  old  order  of 
things.  By  the  close  of  the  1950s,  the 
progressive  erosion  of  the  moneyed  upper 
classes  had  produced  a boom  in  proper- 
ties in  tax  havens  such  a.s  the  Channel 
islands,  Bermuda  and  the  Bahamas. 
Equally,  it  was  responsible  for  a rash  of 
buying  in  Italy.  Spain  and  Fbrrugal, 
where  not  only  was  property  dieap,  but 
servants  were  still  to  be  found. 

At  the  same  time  as  one  group  in 
sociely  was  being  ground  down, 
the  newly  meritocratic  rich  were 
extending  their  wings  and  ac- 
quiring second  homes.  By  the  mid-1960s, 
cottages  iSO  miles  from  London,  however 
derelict,  were  at  a premium,  fetching  as 
much  as  £3,000.  By  the  close  of  the 
decade,  second  homes  in  southern  Spain 
began  to  appear. 

The  home  market  took  a fresh  tvrist  in 
the  middle  of  the  1970s.  It  was  only  then 
that  period  authenticity  began  to  become 
an  important  selling  point  Progressively, 
the  measure  of  desirability  was  less  that  a 
house  had  been  modernised,  and  more 
that  it  . was  in  its  imstine  state  or  that  it 
had  been  painstakingly  restored. 

The  demand  for  period  property  is  still 
vrith  us  and,  because  its  supply  is  rinire,  is 
likely  to  remain  so.

The  Uanelli  wing,  33  and  a 
veteran  of  die  2989  and  1993  Lams 
tours,  decided  earlier  in  the  year 
that  he  would  bid  for  a plaa  to 
South  Africa  and  he  assur^  die 
four  home  unions  committee  last 
night  that  his  availability  was 


unhanged.  That  will  have  been  a 
particular  relief  before  die  commit- 
fee,  confinned  die  choice  of  die 
selectors,  since  so  few  quality 
finishers  are  av^ble.

Jfowever.  Jan  Healy.  the 
vice-captain,  was  suspended 
for  two  matdies  because  of  ill 
disdplme  during  the  tiurd  and 
final  Test  match  at  Centurion, 
thus  forcing  Taylor  to  ca^ 
on.  Healy  returns  to  the  side 
today,  opemng  the  way  for 
T^or  to  take  & overdue  rest. 

Taylor.  32.  has  been  playing 
almost  oontioualty  rinoe  Octo- 
ber and  has  had  tittle  time 
avvay  from  the  game  since 
taldng  over  as  captain  of 
Austria  from  Allan  Border 
late  in  1994.  His  poor  form  in 
Tests  spans  11  matches  dating 
back  to  December  1995,  when 
he  scored  his  most  recent  half- 
century,  an  innii^  of  96 
against  Sri  Lanka  in  Perth. 

"1  nu^t  have  tiie  next  few 
games  ra  and  ^ve  Michael  Oi 
Venuto  a go.”  Taylor  said.  ”I 
thou^t  about  having  the  sec- 
ond game  off  . . . it  wont  be 
easy  as  captain  of^KHirbut 
I’ve  sat  out  before.  1 don't 
briieve  ivelost  it  with  tiie  bat 
To  say  I'm  mentally  tired  is 
probably  true.  It  certainly 
hasn’t  been  through  lack  of 
trying.” 

Ta^  is  not  tiie  first  cricket- 
er to  suffer  from  die  ediaust- 
ing  effects  of  the  modem 
international  treadoull.  Richie 
Richardson,  tiie  former  West 
Indies  captain,  took  a sabbati- 
cal after  befog  unable  to 
ooniplete  a second  season  in 
county  cricket  witii  YorksMre 
in  1994,  and  during  his  four 
years  as  a Test  capeun  rarely 
produced  tiie  batting  form  of 
he  was  once  capable.

Bolton  Wanderers  su^cer,  has 
accused  Bobby  Gould,  tiie 
Wales  manager,  of  making 
racist  remarks  to  him.  Matters 
reached  a head  last  week  after 
a trainir^-ground  friddent 
and  Blake  refused  to  take  )ias 
place  on  the  substitutes’ bench 
for  tiie  World  Cup  qualifring 
matdi  against  Bdghim  at  the 
National  Stadium. 

Blake.  25,  said  yesterday 
that  he  would  not  play  ffo 
Wes  again  ^lile  Gould  was 
numager.  ”1  have  a total  lade 
of  respert  for  him.”  he  smd.  ”I 
irent  to  see  him  before  the 
game  and  told  him  tim  I dfo 
itot  want  to  be  part  his 
team.” 

Gould  vefaementiy  denied 
the  daims  yesterday.  ”I  am 
not  a racist;  1 have  nothing  to 
hide,”  he  said.  Blake's  griev- 
ance follows  a series  of  alle^ 
inddents,  starting  six  years 
aga  vtiien  Blake  pla^  for 
Cardiff  City.  He  claims  that

Blake  subsemently  com- 
I^ined  to  Ne\ue  ^tiialJ. 
the  Wales  poach,  wbo  brought 
tiie  matter  to  Gould'S  atten- 
tion. ”t  called  in  Nathan 
straightaway  and  told  him 
that  if  I had  caused  any 
oSoaoe,  If  I had  said  some- 
thine  out  of  place,  then  i 
would  af^ogise.  Arto  I did," 
Gould  s^. 

”lf  my  remark  was  dire^ 
at  Nathan  personally,  as  an 
individual,  that  maybe  he 
could  substantiate  ^riiat  he  is 
saying,^  but  Jr  wasn't  My 
main  disa^mfotment  was  that 
Nathan  dioni  come  fo  see  roe 
first"
